vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Home Affairs No, S.O. 330(Lj dated the 14th May, 1992; 

And, whereas, the Central Government in exercise of the 
powets, conferred by sub-section (1) of section 5 of the said 
Act, vide notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministrv of Home Affairs No. S.O. 416(F) dated the 10th 
Tune, 1992. constituted the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Tribunal, consisting of Shri Justice P. N, Nag, Judge of the 
Delhi High Court; 

And, wheroas, the Central Govei umenl in oxercise of the 
powets, conferred by sub-section (1) of section 4 of the 
aforesaid Act, referred the said notification to the said Tri¬ 
bunal on the lllh June, 1992 for (he purpose of adjudicating 
whether or not there was sufficient cause for declaring the 
said association as unlawful ; 

And, whorcas, the said Tribunal, in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (3) of section 4 of the said Act 
made an order on the 4th November, 1992 confirming the 
declaration made in Ihe notification No. S.O. 330(E) dated 
the 14th May, 1992.

JUDGMENT : 

The question that arises for consideration in this reference 
is whether the Central Government in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) pf Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967) was justified in 
declaring the liberation Tigers of Tamil Eelam as an "unlaw¬ 
ful association” on the grounds specified in the Notification 
No. S.O. 330(E) dated 14th May, 1992 and that sufficient 
cause has been shown by (he Central Government for declin¬ 
ing the Liberation Tigers of Tamil FeJam as an unlawful 
association and confirmation of the declaration so made. 
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la exercise of the powcis coutened by sub-scclion (.1) of 
Section 3 of the Unlawful Aetivi! s (Prevention) Act, 196/ 
(3/ of 1967/ (hereinafter referred 6' is the "Act”), vide Minis¬ 
try ol Home Affairs Notification No. S O. 330(E) dated 14lh 
May, 1992 published in the Unzet of India, Extraordinary, 
Part if, the Central Government h . declared the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Telam (hereinafter i feircd to as the “LTTE”) 
to be an unlawful association and i nectcd in exercise of the 
powers conferred by the proviso ! i sub-section (3J of that 
section th it the Notification shall, ubject to any order that 
may be mado under Section 4 of ie Act, have effect ftom 
the date of its publication in the ( tficial Gazette. The ob¬ 
jects and reasons for declaring 1 7 E as unlawful are stated 
in the Notification itself, which mm he repioduccd below for 
the sake of convenience : 

“Whereas the Liberation lige i of Tamil Eelam (here¬ 
inafter referred to as LfTF) is an association 
actually based in Sri La ‘ a and having sympathi¬ 
zers supporters and agci , on Indian soil and 
whereas— 

(i) LTTE’s objective for a homeland for all Tamils 

disrupts the sovereignly and territorial integrity of 
Indiu and thus appear., to fall within the ambit 
of an unlawful activity ; 

(ii) LTTE has created the Tamil National Retrieval 

Troops (TNRT) and encouraged and aided its 
members to undertake unlawful activities in India ; 

(iii) LTTE encourages and aids United Liberation Front 

of Assam (U1 FA) which is an unlawful associa¬ 
tion ; 

(iv) Persons and organisations derive inspiration and en¬ 

couragement from LTTE for their unlawful acti¬ 
vities as well as activities punishable tinder Section 
153B of the Indian Penal Code.” 

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of Section 5 of the Act, the Central Oo\ eminent 
being of opinion that it is necessary so to do, vide Notifica¬ 
tion No. S.O. 416(F) dated 1 Oth June 1992 constituted the 
“Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal" (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the ‘Tribunal”) consisting of Sliri Justice P. N. 
Nag, Ttidgc of the Delhi High. 

Vide letter No. 1-11034/57,92-ISDKB) dated 11th June, 
1992 addressed to the Registr ir of the Tlihunnl. loint Secre¬ 
tary to the Government of India enclosed a copy of the 
Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs Notification 
No. 1-11034/57/92-SlDI(B) published in (he Gazetted of 
India Extraordinary on the 14th May, 1992 declaring fhe 
I ITF as an unlawful association under sub-section (1) of the 
Act for placing it before the Tdibunal for the purpose of 
pdiudirnting “whether or not there is sufficient came for 
declaring the said organization as unlawful”. A resume re- 
gaicl'ng the aitns^ obiectives and activities of th- said orngnl- 
lion as renuired under Rule 5 of the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Rules, 1%8 thereinafter referred to as the 
“Rules") wns also enclosed with the aforesaid leftet nf 11th 
Tune, 1992. 

The Tribunal hoard the matter on 1st Tulv, 1992 and 
ovrlned for issuance of notice to show cause to Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Pelnm whv the Association sboubt not be 
declnrtd as unlawful, returnable on I Oth August, 1992. Notices 
were ordered to be served on the available addresses, viz.. 
Talfnn Univer-ity Campm, Jaffna (Sri Lanka), International 
'Gereiarlat In UK at 54, Tavistock Tlace. londno, WCTH 
9 RG and Sliri K. R Segir (one of flic office bearers of the 
LTTFt, 206. Dersinchaur Avenue. Maiiur Park. London, 
F 12 5 OH. Since no addre-s of the Association in India 
was available, notices were fui7he r ordered to be published 
in th" Indian Fxnress and The Hindu. Tamil Nadu rdition, 
in one of the lendine newspaper of Sri I ,ika, either in “Island” 
or 1 Virakesari” or nnv other lending newspaper and in the 
leading newspaper “Times” of United Kingdom. 
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In addition to above, notices were also ordered to be 
served by affixation on some conspicuous part of the office, 
if any, of the Association and by serving, if possible, on 
the principal office bearers of the LTTE Association by regis¬ 
tered post or otherwise. 

Show Cause Notices, as ordered, were published for 
10-8-1992 in the TIMES of U.K. dated 24-7-1992, ISLAND 
of Sri Lanka dated 18-7-1992, HIE HINDU and DAILY 
THANT 111 of Tumil Nadu dated 8-7-1992 and INDIAN 
EXPRESS of Tamil Nadu dated 9-7-1992. Show couse notice 
by other mode was effected on LTTE and Mr. K. R, Segar 
on 10-7-1992 in London. 

On 11th August, 1992, when the matter came up 
bclore the Tribunal, the Registrar of Tribunal 

brought to the notice of the Tribunal that he 

has recievod certain affidavits/papers filed on behalf of LTTE 
in reply to the show cause notices. However, none appeared 
m support of these affidavits filed before the Tribunal. How¬ 
ever, one Mr. Lalit Mohan Gautam, Advocate, put in 
appearance only as a next friend of Mr, V. Rudrakumaran 
of Institute of World Affairs. U.S.A. and wished to place on 
record a copy of the letter received by him from Mr. Rudra- 
kumaran. He further sought six weeks time on his friend's 
behalf to enable to engage a counsel and represent the 
case before the Tribunal. Since Mr. Gautam was neither a 
party nor put his appearance as an advocate on behalf of 
1TTE, his request for adjourning the matter for six weeks 
could not be considered. However, in the interest of Jilstice, 
the papers were placed on record. The matter was renotifled 
for 25th August, 1992. 

On 25-8-1992, since the LTTE was duly served no cause 
was shown within 30 days from the date of service of the 
notice and none put in appearance on their behalf, LTTE 
was ordered to be proceeded ex parte. However, in the in¬ 
terest of justice, certain affidavitjrepresentations received 
by post were placed on record subject to just exceptions and 
objections that might be raised against their admissibility 
by learned counsel appearing for the Union of India and 
-State of Tamil Nadu. The Tribunal further directed the 
Union of India and the State of Tamil Nadue to produce 
their evidence on affidavits in support of the declaration 
made by the Centra] Government. They were also granted 
time to file counter affldavits/replies to the aflidavits/repre- 
sentations received and the next date In the matter was 
fixed as 15-9-1992. 

Consequently, the affidavits by way of evidence have been 
filed on behalf of the Union of India and State of Tamil 
Nadu. 

It may, however, be noticed that one Mr. J. IP 1 . Pathak. 
Advocate, pint in appearance for LTTE on 15-9-1992 and 
also on 22-9 1992 and wanted time oil the giound that he 
was hoping to receive power of attorney on behalf of 
I-TTH. He also wanted to move some application on behalf 
of the I TTE for adjournment. Since he had neither power 
of attorney in Ids favour nor could he show that he bad 
instructions from the LTTE to represent, it was 
not possible for the Tribunal to adjourn the 
matter. Furthermore, since the Tribunal is bound to consider 
the reference within time bound schedule, i.e., within a period 
of six months as pi escribed under the Statute, the case cannot 
be adjourned indefinitely. 

The matter was ultimately argued on 29th September, 1992, 
11th October, 1992 and 15th October, 1992 and arguments 
were addicted by Sliri E. X. Joseph, Advocate appearing on 
b-hilf pf the Union of India and by Shrj M. N. Krishnamani, 
Smior Advocate appearing on behalf of the State of Tamil 
Nadu. Nobndv appeared and addressed arguments on behalf 
of the LTTE, 

In order to examine and adjudicate the reference—whether 
or not the r is sufficient came for declaring the LTTE as an 
unlawful association under the Act, it may be necessary to 
refr r to the statement of objects and reasons and also certain 
othei relevant provisions of the Act : 
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Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall requite 
the Central Government to disclose any fact 
which it considcis to be against the public interest 
lo disclose. 


STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS 

‘ Pursuant to the acceptance by Government of a unani¬ 
mous recommendation of the Committee on Nalio 
nal Integration and Regionalism appointed by the 
National Integration Council, the Constitution (Sixth

In older to determine and adjudicate whether nr not there

is the upcoming leader and is the oveiall incharge of the 
military wing in MuIJaitivu, Varuniya and Nannur in the 
Northern Sii Lunkn.

LTTE's activities since 1984 have been elaborately ex¬ 
plained bv the feudal Government in their affidavit. Since 
early 1984, ihe I ITL started using Tamil Nadu as a launch¬ 
ing pad foi its operations in Sri I anka. It wa_- also the 
aim of I TIT to form a new I umil country with Tamil 
Nadu being seceded from India and with Eelam of Sri 
Lanka The using of Tamil Nadu us the place of operation 
suited this purpose also. The situation became ominous in 
1989-90 when the T TTL cadres sinned infiltrating the State 
tindet disguise of refugees Those injured in the fighting in 
Sri Lanka, also came as refugees for their treatment mid 
recuperation. Apart from infiltration in the garh of refugees. 


the LlTI; cudies gained access to interior placos in the 
.'Htne ot I’amil Nadu through various land routes emanating 
ltom us many as 50-odd landing places m the coastal areas 
oi 1 hanjavur, Pudukottai and Ramnntahapuram districts. 
Boats were being used tor bunging the cadres/leadeis to 
the landing points from where transportation to various 
places did not pose any problem at all as they had procured 
adequate number of venicles through theii local contacts 
and associates. These sea and land routes weic convened 
by the LTTE into prolific smuggling channels and supply 
lines. Medicines, clothing, arms, ammunitions, explosives 
and provisions were being smuggled out to JafTnu and other 
1 TTh bases in Sri Lanka. Gold was being smuggled into 
India for supplementing the cash lequirements. 

In order to sustain these smuggling and othei clandestine 
opci ations and to achieve its objective of creating a new 
I amil nution by the LTTE had created an eflective network 
ol i.idio/W.T. communication between Sri Lanka and Tamil 
Nadu and also within the State of Tamil Nadu. LTTE 
cadies started using locals-parttcularly the youth for their 
nclanous designs, by arousing ethnic and linguistic feelings, 

I Ins created a close nexus between the LITE cadres and 
gullible locals especially the youth who were being injected 
with the peisonous idea of secession of Tamil Nadu from 
the Indian Union by adopting teriorist activities. 

\tter the Jndo-Sn Lankan Accord of 1.987, Sri Lankan 
i.und gtoups operating from Tamil Nadu had gradually re¬ 
turned tiom the State lo Sri Lanku, leaving a token presence 
behind, only for tho purpose of liaison, propaganda and 
other activities. The LITE on the other hand while carry¬ 
ing on propaganda increasingly lesorted Jo clandestine and un¬ 
lawful activities like the proemetneiU of arius/ammunition 
and explosives and smuggling them across the Palk Straits 
to North-Last Sri Lanka. LTTE also maintained a small 
clandestine network of about 30 hard-core cadres 
inside Tamil Nadu spread over Madras city, 
Salem. Tiruchi and Madurai in I amil Nadu. They inducted 
many locals into this activity by propaganda and by ianning 
parochial feclings-ethnic and linguistic and trained them for 
various unlawful activities. ‘Ihe Intelligence report in this 
connection is relevant and it has been filed as Annexure TV 
to the affidavit on behalf of Central Government. Their ac¬ 
tivities include fabrication of land mines and R. P. Grena¬ 
des, procurement and transshipment of foodstuffs, explosives, 
arms and ammunition to North Last Sri I anka. The LTTE’s 
underground appartus was reported to be possessing a fleet 
of vehicles and speed boats and they had links with numel- 
ous smugglers along Ihe Tanjore, Tirunelvelli and Ramcs- 
waram coasts, 

Since the withdrawal of the IPKF from Sri Lanka, a 
number of Sri Lankan Tamils belonging to HPRLF, F.NDLF 
und TLLO have sought refuge in India. Relief camps for 
these refugees have been organized in Orissa as well as tn 
Tamil Nadu. The hostility between the militants belonging 
to the LTTE and the cadres of other groups has been of 
great concern for the law enforcement authorities, parti¬ 
cularly in Tamil Nadu. A mention may bo made of an 
incident of June 19. 1990 in which 15 persons were killed, 
including Sri Padmanabha. Secretary General of EPRLF. 
The assailants were suspected to be LTTE cadres. 5 sus¬ 
pects (LTTE militants) were arrested by the State Police. 

In the course of their clandestine operations like procuie- 
ment of arms, smugglinu them across the Palk Straits, tians- 
shipment of food stuff and other commercial items, the 
Tamil militants have on several occasions confronted the law 
enforcement agencies of both the Central and the State 
Governments The following ate among the notable inci- 
denh- in this icgards :— 

fa) abduction of some Indian Customs personnel who 
were on pndol duty on th; hieh seas In Decem¬ 
ber, 1989 (They were subsequently released). 

(b) the Ramantbapnram shoot-out incident of February 
IS. 1990 in which two persons including a police¬ 
man w r ere killed. 

fe) abduction of a custom party In January. 1990. 
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On account ot these nefauous activities a situation in 
Jam,! Nadu had unsen to such a proportion and magnitude 
Unit small groups of militants were regularly surfacing with 
extremist, revolutionary and chauvinistic philosophy and 
motivation. I hough ostensibly they function as cultural and 
literaiy organizations, these small groups arc propagating 
extremist ideology and are projecting the LTTE leader Sri 
\. Piabhakaran as a hero and are trying to infuse dan¬ 
gerous and insidious linguistic chauvinism. Ihe l.TTt and 
these organizations advocate Ino secession of Tamil Nadu 
from the Indian Union and want the State of Tamil Nadu 
and a part of Sri 1 anka to become an independent nation. 
The Chief Minister of Tamil Nadu in her letters dated 
10-3-1992 and 27-3-1992 and Government ot lamil Nadu 
in the letter dated 15-3-1992 (Anncxurcs I to III to the alll- 
daril of the Central Government made a proposal for ban¬ 
ning the T (TL. In these letters it has been highlighted that 
LTTE cadres are based in a foreign country and they aie 
basically foreigners who ure operating on Indian soil and 
their activities in this country are unlawful and are causing 
great concern to Ihe Government of Madras and this might 
ultimately disrupt the sovereignty and Territorial integrity of 
the tounlry. Eurthei. since the supreme leader of LTTE 
Tliiru V, Prabhakaran has since been declared as a “Pro¬ 
claimed Offender” in connection with the assassination of 
Shri Rajiv Gandhi, Former Prime Minister of India, there is 
no legal justification whatsoever for not declaring such an 
organization as “unlawful”. A list of extremist organizations 
in Tamil Nadu which have association with the l.TTF and 
ure interested in destructive the sovereignty and tenitorial 
iniepiily of India has also been given by her. 

The indulgence of 1,1 lit in tenoiisi acls sland leinlorcod 
by me deposition ot one Mr. /. Ramaknshnan, son of Shri 
■S. Juyarum, Superintendent of Police, Q' Uranch, C.I.D., 
MyJupore, Madras-600004 on an allidavit on 7-9-1992 on 
behalf of the State of Tamil Nadu. He has stated that he 
has supervised the investigation of the case in Madras City 
R. 2 Kodambakkam Polico Station Cr, No. 1205/90 in 
which LPRLF leadei Fadmanabha and 14 others were mur¬ 
dered. Charge sheet was liled on 12-8-1992 and the cogni¬ 
zance had been taken by the Designated Court on 12-8-1992. 
On iccoipt of summons, the accused who are Sri Lankan 
Nationals and otheis Indian Nationals have appeared in 
Court and received copies of the charge sheet. He has fur¬ 
ther stated that during the course of invcstigalion in Dindigul 
Taluk Police Station Cr. No. 1212/91 the investigating Ofli- 
ccr fhiru A. Rajangam, Inspector of Police, ‘O’ Jlrnnch 
C.I.D., Dindigul has seized two items, viz., the constitution 
of People’s front of Liberation Tigers (P.F.L.T.) and a video 
cassette. He has also during investigation recorded ceitain 
statements/confessional statements of the accused. All such 
facts which would be discussed hereinafter wilt throw light 
on ihe nefarious and unlawful ads of the LTTE. 

Constitution of PEI T has been annexed as Anncxuie V 
with the affidavit of the Central Government. PELT is a 
political front of LTTE and it enumerates various aims, ob¬ 
jects and philosophy of the LTfH out of which the follow¬ 
ing two objects are very material and significant : 

“lil lo fight for the righl of the self-determination of 
the Tamils and Muslims, 

(ii) U) protect and preseivc I he geographical identity and 
integrity of the traditional homelands of the Tamils 
and Muslims." 

This clearly demonstrates that the LTTE is challenging tet-

litis philosophy, aims and objects stand further fortified 
from the video cassette which was seized during Ihe investi¬ 
gation, as stated above. The visit of one Shri V. Gopa'a- 
swamv. M. P has been i (corded The video cassette recor¬ 
ded bv ihe I,TTF is being used for propaganda purpose 1 ’ 
both in Tamil arens of Sri Lanka as also in Tamil Nadu, 
the cassette also contains the speeches of V, Pvabhakaran, the 


L11 h leader. In this speech, V. Gopalaswnmy has cnticised 
me Indian Peace keeping Forces liPkFj rote in Sri Lahta 
and that LITE’S fight is not for a mere Tamil Lelam m 
bn l.anka but challenging rhe tenitonal integrity of India 
also. Prabhakaran has commended GopaJaswamy for visiting 
bo Lanka and said that when former comrades und LPRLF 
members were fighting for a seat in Parliament, V. Gopala¬ 
swamy ventured his trip to ,Sri Lanka in secrecy. A copy of 
the Tamil transcript or the speech and ils Lnglish transla¬ 
tion have been annexed m Aunoxuics VI and VII to file 
allidavit filed on behalf of Union of India. 

Ihe Lcntial Goveinmenl has further stated in the aflidav.t 
that LITE created the lamil National Retrieval Troops 
who were provided with various lypes of arms and ammuni¬ 
tion and evplos.ve materials and training to engage in vio¬ 
lent and unlawful activities in India. They were to play 
major roles in assassinations of political leaders, bomb blasts 
and other such unlawful activities under the orders and 
guidance oi LI IT, Theso disruptive activities have the 
eilecl of threatening the sovereignty and territorial integrily 
of India. 

the Mate oi Tamil Nadu has suppoued the veision of 
the Central Government and staled in the affidavit that dur¬ 
ing the com si ol investigation in Dindigul laluk Police Sta¬ 
tion Cr. No. 1212/91 in which, the deponent recorded the 
voluntaiy confesa.onal statement of accused Jawahar llabeeb 
on 4-12-1991, Paulraj @ Mohan on 9-12-1991, Muhcsh (g) 
Suseciidtan on 12-12-1991, Ravi (d/ Ravichandran on 13-12-91, 
Vecrakumar @ Srikanth on 14-12-1991, Kumar of I hah on 
I2-2-U2 and Arumugham tl) Vaiapalayam Arumugham on 
16 - 4-1992 and accused Shanmugham concerned in Oddan- 
chulrunt police station Cr. No. 525/91 and Chellaniuthu on 
IU- 11 - 1 >/9 1 . The Oddanelinlrum P. S. Cr. No, 252/91 was 
clubbed with the main case, i.c., Dindigul Taluk Police 
Station Cr. No. 1212/91. All these accused went lo Sri 
Lanka clandestinely in LTTE boat und got weapon's training 
with LITE under the command of Pottu Amman, 1 TTL 
Intelligence Chief. They have stated that they went to Sri 
1 anka and formed Tamil National Retrieval Troop with the 
object :

These disruptive activities have the elfect of threatening 
the sovereignty and territorial integrity of India. 

In the affidavit of the Central Government, it has been 
poinled out that on 19-12 1991, the Tamil Nadu Police ar¬ 
rested one Theodre Charles, son of Chatles, when he was 
moving about in a car with a wireless set, revolver and n 
hand grenade. In this connection, a case in Dindigul Taluk 
P, S. CR. No. 1212/91 under Sections 3. 4, 5 and 6 of 
TADA was registered by the State Police. Theodre Charles 
was interrogated by the C1D officials of the State Govern¬ 
ment and on 21-10-1991, Ravi fid Ravichandran, son of a 
State Governmenl Officer, was arrested. A 9 mm. pistol, a 
cyanide capsule and 6 gold biscuits were recovered from 
his possession bv the State Police. Later 16 more accused 
were arrested. Ravi (S> Ravichandran was reported to be a 
staunch supporter of LTTE and was seen in the compBnv of 
Kitu (d< Klishnakumar, one of the top ranking LTTE lea¬ 
ders during 1986-88. During 1988 Kittu @ Krishmikiimnr and 
86 others were detained undei NSA nnd ah-lifted to Sri 
Lanka. Afier spending some time in Sri Lanka. Kirin re¬ 
turned to Rafeswaram in a boat nnd established contact 
with other supporters and enlisted the support of 9 oiher 
Sri Lankan Tamils. All these people came into contact 
with Pohu Amman, the LTT p Intelligence Chief and cot 
trained in arms and ammunitions and manufacture of bombs 
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And other things. r*um Amman instructed Stvaiujan iff 
Kugtiuvaraa an accused in LLKi t leader Padmanabha mur¬ 
der case aiid Kajiv Viattuhi’s assassination case, to supply 
money and gold biscuits. Ravi and his allies were instructed 
to sabotage vital insinuations, raid the police Armouiy and 
to annihilate some of the leaucis in I amil Nadu, The six 
trained persons were arrested by the State Police. The con¬ 
fessional statements ol these persons recorded under Section 
15 ot TADA indicate that 1 111. has been collecting money 
in Tamil Nadu with the help of their sympathisers and had 
puichased weapons. The I.TTE imparted armed Uaimng to 
the misled youth erf Tamil Nadu in Sn Lanka. The 1 PTE 
had cieuted some organisations wdh the objective to help 
the Lelam Tamils, to form a sepaiate Tamil Nation allegedly 
for the welfute of the Tamils and 5 propagate Perijar (Sri 
E. V. Ramaswamy Naikes who founded DKj ideals. T he 
LTTE formed Tamil National Retrieval Troops under the 
leadership of Ravi with a view to act against the demo- 
cractically elected Government of India as per the advice 
of the Liberation Tigers and to indulge in armed revolution 
to achieve “separate Tamil Nadu” for which the money, 
arms and ammunition and other essentials were arranged to 
be provided by the LTTE.

Dur¬ 
ing the course of investigation accused Sauathan gave a 
voluntary confessional statement before the deponent on 
21-10-91 which was recorded under Section 15 of TADA Act.

Santhnn. Vicky assisting them, leaving T lianjuvur coast on 
21 6-90 afternoon in the LTTE boat with Sivarajan and olher 
mcmbeis of the killer squad.

These facls find full collaboralion from the affidavit filed 
of the Slate of Tamil Nadu, ft has been staled in the affi¬ 
davit that during the couisc of investigation, certain witnes¬ 
ses were examined among others in Dindignl Tafuk Police 
Station Cr. No. 1212/91 and their statements were leeorded. 
One of such witness I whose name has not been disclosed for 
security reasons) has staled mat he joined Dravldar Kazha- 
gani (Xovai Ramakrishnan gioup). According to him, he 
was invited by accused Paulraj to undergo arms training 
with LITE but that he declined. After some time, accused 
Paulraj met him again and told him about the formation of 
Tamil National Retrieval Troop under the leadership of 
Ravi (® Ravichandran and their plan to commit terrorist 
activities with a view to form a separate Tamil country with 
part of Sri Lanka and with State of Tamil Nadu and for 
this purpose, men and materials would be provided by the 
LTTE. Another witness, whose name also could not be dis¬ 
closed for e'ecuvilv reasons. stated about his friendship with 
accused Mahesh iff) Suseendran and Veerakumar (ffSrikanth. 
about Srikantb visiting him at R. S. Puram, Coimbatore, 
about his seeing Vecrakuinur possessing wireless set and pis¬ 
tol, about the visit of Snkanth and another person visit to 
Nagercoil, about Veerakumar operating wireless set, about 
learning that Veerakumar underwent training with LTTE, 
met Pottu. Amman, the Intelligence Wing C hief and Pottu 
Amman informed Veerakumar that they would give arms 
training and other financial help, arms etc. to fight against 
(he Indian Government for the liberation of Tamil Nadu. 
These statements along with the similar statements of other 
witnesses (Annexure 1, placed in a sealed cover) clearly 
demonstrate a deep rooted conspiracy to induce secession of 
Tamil Nadu from Tndia and aimed at disrupting sovereignty 
and territorial integrity of India. 

The averments of the Central Government again find sup¬ 
port from the affidavit filed on behalf of the State of Tamil 
Nadu wherein it has been stated the deponent Shri J. 'Rama¬ 
krishnan supervised the investigation of the ease in Madras 
City R. Kodambakkam Police Station Cr. No. 1205/90 in 
which EPRLF leader Padmanabha and 14 others were mur¬ 
dered. According to him one Santhan (a) Suthinfharmaja. 
son of Thillai Ambalam. Udupntli. taffna. Sri Lanka is an 
LTTL cadre. He is one of the main accused in Padmanabha 
Murder case, which is now pending as CC No. 5/92 on the 
file of the Designated Court, Madras, There was misunder¬ 
standing between rhr.LXTE and EPRLF and other militant 
groups, as the latter wanted“Tfie" TPKF to remain in Sri 
Tanka to maintain peace and order. After the de-induction 
of 1PKF fearing reprisal by the LTTE Hhiru Padmanabha 
and olher leaders of EPRLF came to India. Pottu Aman, 
the intelligence Chief of LTTE Is in Nallur, Taffna. He 
along with other accused entered in a criminal conspiiacv to 
murder K. Padmanabha, the EPRLF leader and in further¬ 
ance of the said conspiracy, accused Sbivarajan Concerned 
in Rajiv Gandhi’s assassination case, with Ihe assistance of 
other accused viz..

ll ha s further been deposed by the Stale of Tamil Nadu 
that during the course of investigation in Dindigul Taluk 
Police Station CR No. 1212/91, two powerful wireless it s 
were also C eizcd. Pottu Amman the I.TTE Intelligence Chief 
had given special training lo operate these wireless sets 10 
the accused Ravi (a) Ravichandran and Veerakumar (fii 

Srlkanth. They weie given code shcots to operate these 

vviiclass sets and key to decode the messages received. They 
weie instrucled to speak in these wireless sets only by using 
"Codes'’. The message were decoded both in Tamil Nadu 
and Nallur in Taffna and replies sent in codes. He stated 
further that during the course of investigation it came to 
light that one of the accused Sathyamurthy was sent as a

No. 1/2 87 was registered by the Railway 
Police and subsequently wa, s taken over by the Crime Branch 
LID of the State on 17-3-1987, During tnc course of investi¬ 
gation, some hand written wall posters were recovered from 
the scene of occtmencc as well as in Ariyulur, These posters 
were written by the accused in this case, who in the judicial 
confession bciore the ludicial Magistrate admitted their cont- 
pl city and about the 1'oimalion of a group called Tamil 
Nadu Vidtlthfulkai Padai, licadeJ by accused Thamifafasan 
It was found from the confession as well ns from the evidence 
that the main aim of this group is to get Tamil Nadu sepa¬ 
rated trom India, lo bring hatred between Tamil speukin" 
and non-Tunn] speak mg people and to topple the Govern¬ 
ment editbhshed by Jaw.

Bomb blasts occurred in the tally hours of 10-4-1088 on 
the Nehiu Statute at kathipara junction in Madras City and 
at the T VC Relay Station and instant death to one accused 
and ir c-'es to two othe> accused while planting i time device 
bomb at the scene of occurrence. In both the places of 
ocstuicr.ee manuscript <■ f e s ■ ■ -w h. ..s natters 

against the Government established by law of the land were 
found. During the course of investigation, it was revealed 
that after Tamilurasan. the self-styled leader of Tamil Nadu 
Viduthalai Patlai, was killed by the villagers of Ponpaiappi 
in Tiichv District on 1-9-1087 while he and his associates 
committed dueoity in a Nationaised bank at Ponpaiappi, the 
accused in this bomb blast case look the leadership of Tamil 
Nadu Viduthalai Padai and were hent upon propagating the 
ideaology of Tamilarasan and that of the 1TTF, to form a 
separate Tamil Nadu from out of the Union 0 f India through 
violent means (Ann. XXf). 

On 18-5-1988. there was a bomb explosion on the carpet 
bed man of India in the Government Botanical Gulden, 
Ooty. In this connection a case in Ooty 14 Police Station 
Cr. No. 439/88 it's 28, 437, 447 TPC r'w 5(3)<b) of IF- 
Act r/w Sections 3 to 5 of I.F.. Act was registered and investi¬ 
gated by the local State Police. Thereafter the case was 
taken over bv the Clime Branch C1D. for further investiga¬ 
tion, Investigations revealed that 11 persons arrested by the 
State Police in this cu c e were members of Tamil Nadu Vidu¬ 
thalai Padai which is a projection of LTFE. A careful ana¬ 
lysis of the iacts available in this case makes it cleur that 
tlu-se people entered into a criminal conspiracy to commit 
offences, commit acts of exciting disaffection in the minds of 
the public towards the Government of India, a Government 
established b\ law (Ann.

On 22-9-90, a jerry can full of gclletincs (5 litre capacity) 
and a small plastic hex with set electronic time device, both 
connected with an electrical detonator with small green light 
glowing in the box, were found by Madras City Police placed 
near the exit gate of Fort St. George, behind the multi- 
storeved building in the Secretariat where the National Integ¬ 
ration Council was scheduled to meet that day. Hand written 
nosters were also found at that place containing slogans 
Tamil, refugees from Sri Lanka and demanding the teaching 
against Nalional Integration, projecting the sufferings of the 
of Tamil in Central Schools and supporting the cause of the 
Liberation 'I igers of Ecsham. These posters were claimed 
to be from “Thumizhar Pasrai". The case is under investi¬ 
gation by CID branch of the State Police ( Ann. XXTIT). 

This also finds support from the evidence on behalf of 
State of Ta nil Ntuhi The deponent has submitted that 
activities of a nnnd'ei ot R ' tic; I Chauvinists organisations 
such as “Tamil V kiilialai Padai'’ (which means “Tamil 
Flee lom Army”) "Tamil Nationalists Movement", “Ttmibr 
Pusarai'' etc. based in Tamil Nadu have been increasing day 
after day. All these organisations are staunch supporters 
of the LTTE. One Peruchithrahar a Tamil Chauvinist, is 
the Editor of Tamil magazine called “Tamil Nilam" fwhich 
means “Tamil Nund”). His speeches and writings are but 
secessionist propaganda and for this purpose, he stands by 
and supports the I TTF. 

The Central Government has deposed that the speeches 
and writings of persons like Peruchitrahur, Editor of Tamil 
Nilam contain secessionist propaganda a s well as for open 
support to LTTE. Pernchitrahar’s son is the leader of 
Tamil Nadu Viduthalai Padai and one of the main accused in 
the Criminal case of explosion of T.V. Relay Station at 
kodaiknnal Theii open support for LTTE and their admira¬ 
tion for its leader V. Piebhakaran are clear. The activities of 
LTTP are^ thus providing cnuuirag-incut to these peisjns 
and organisations for undertaking unlawful activities. The 
Government of Ind’a have reasons to believe that these oiga- 
nisations which orenlv preach secession are projections of

The documents show the in¬ 
volvement of LTTE with ULF \ caJte. in unl.wful activities 
Ihieatening the integrity of (he ciunbv. 

State of Tamil Nadu has elaborated certain more facts 
which highlight the conspitncy and complicity of certain 
permns and association will) the LTTF in disrupting the 
tm ty and integrity of the country.

On 22-5-92, Dr. Rama- 
iloss. le dci of the Patlali Makkal Katchi named a child as 
“Prabh.il nan” and the uttered publicly in Dindigul that 
he would be prepared to Co to prison for 170 years bv 
suppor. ii- the cause of LITE. On 24-5-92 night, a bomb 
was nlan c | in Ihe IV Relay station at Srinivasfinallur near 
Kumbakonam. Thanjavui district. The air-conditioner and 
nthei articles weie damaged. Fornuately, there was no 
human casualty. A hand written poster eulogizing murderer 
Dhanu was found pasted by “Tamil Nadu Viduthalai Padar"—- 
which means “Tamil Nadu liberation Army". 

Thiru Kalyamoorthv, Inspector of Police. Saslrinagar 
Police Station. Adiyar. Madras had registered a case in Sastvi- 
nagar Police Station CR No. 610/91 on 19-7-1991 against 
Sivanavagam. son of Subramaniam, No. 4 Sagar Apartments, 
Fifth Avenue, fiexant Nagar, Madras-9. Thiru Sivanayagam 
is a Sri Iankan national, who has no passport and other 
valid travel documents. He was Editor of “Tamil Nation”, 
an English magazine actually printed from Madras, but shown 
as having been printed und published from London. In his 
magazine “Tamil Nation" he has printed only the extracts 
from various newspapers and magazines such a* Frontline. 
ctc. In his magazine he has projected only the armed 
■ evolution and terrorist ric’b'ities in various countries in the 
world. His aim in his writings, is to question the soveieignty 
anil teiritorial integrity of India. He has been inducing 
rconle to lake to revolution by fanning UfiirOw and parochial 
leeEntts based on linguistic sentiments. He was detained 
under National Seccmitv Act He challenged his detention 
before the Madras High Court in Writ Petition WP/14873/91 
end the same w-as dismissed bv the High Court on 19-2-92. 
Ho special leave petition in SIP ID5’’tbefore the Supreme 
< ourt of Endia was also dismissed 

The above facts brought out bv the Central Government 
ooiroborufed and supported bv the State of Tamil Nadu 

Gariy establish the mounds specified in the Central Govein- 
r '>ize t te Notification extraordinary dated 14-5-1992 on 
'he he iff which such notification was issued for declaring 
the 1 TfE .is unlawful. Further, such grounds for making 
h n declaration me eerfectlv relevant and justified for 
dcdai ,t ,T I TTF as an “un' tw.'ill association" 

In these facts and circumstances I am of the fiim view 
that the Central Government has shown sufficient cause for 
declaiini* the LTTE as an “unlawful association’’ and such a 
dt'-’l a ration accordingly is inquired to be .confirmed. 

'n pursuance to the notice to show cause issued to the 
LTTE, as alreadv stated, none appeared. However certain 
>enr,mentations Affidavits of certain individuals/organizations 
have been leceived ant since placed on record subject to 
m t exceptions and objections of the Central Government 
„nd the Stale of Tamil Nadu 

I have looked into these repiesentations/affidav its /letters 
'mil 1 am afraid these cannot he taken into consideration as 
these persons/organizations have not locus standi in the 
matter The Act contemplates only the Association, which 
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is being banned undei Seciton 3 of the Act which is entitled 
to show cause Therefore, LTTE alone is entitled to be heaid 
in the matter Only LTTE through its office bearers could 
lepresent against the Notification Moieovci, these affidavits 
and lettei s have been icceised by post and it cannot be tts- 
ceiatincd whether these have been genuinely written by the 
correct persons before the proper authorities Therefoie, those 
have no evidentiary Value No doubt one letter from so called 
International Secrelaiiat of LTTF at f ondon has been 
received and placed on the file Fcvn this organization has 
no locus slandi Only Li f t through its own olhee-bearers 
could repiesent against the Notification and not the so- 
called “International Secretariat’’ Moreovei, this organiza¬ 
tion has not made its submission in a sworn statement 

Therefore, since these documents have no evidentiary value 
and have not been produced in accordance with law, these 
necessarily have to be ignored from consideration. 


In the light of what is discussed above, I am of the firm 
opinion that the Central Government has shown sufficient 
cause for declaring the J TTE as an unlawful association 
undei tho Act and the same was necessitated in national 
mteiest The decimation made by the Cential Government 
vide Notification dated 14-5-1992 is, therefore, hereby con- 
filmed
